The amount of federal funds 
earm arked for drug law enforcement 
and for treatm ent and rehabilitation 
was increased from $6,5 million in 1965 
to $600 million in the new budget re ­ 
quest. 
The organization and the funds have 
been p rovided. 
Ambrose is counting 
on the citizens’ crusade to help law 
enforcement curb the drug traffic and 
give treatm ent and rehabilitation a 
chance to work. Now it’s up to any ­ 
one with drug abuse information to 
tell his story over the hot line or to 
the p olice, to start things rolling.

World War II was ovei^. the 
y oung veterans were help ed 
in returning to civilian life 
through what was known as 
the “ GI Bill of Rights.’’ It 
p rovided benefits for various 
p urp oses and p articularly for 
education. Millions were able 
to go to college on the funds 
granted 
by 
the 
Federal 
Government. 
Today a sim ilar law is in 
effect, but the amounts being 
furnished to the veterans of 
Vietnam 
do 
not 
cover 
the 
tuition 
and 
living 
exp enses 
excep t 
at 
a 
few 
low-cost 
colleges. The sum s are higher 
than those given 25 y ears ago. 
but the money does not have 
the sam e p urchasing p ower 
The result is that the men 
who have served in Vietham 
are being dep rived of benefits 
com p arable to those advanced 
a quarter of a century ago. 
Congress has overlooked its 
obligation to the veterans of 
the Vietnam W ar in the face 
of the greater exp enses that 
p revail today . Not only has 
there been a rise in the cost 
of living generally but the 
costs of a college education 
have 
gone 
up 
even 
more 
sharp ly . 
This 
is 
a 
fam iliar 
story . 
Bureaucracy , too, waits until 
troubles are widesp read and 
are hurting the citizens. Step s 
are not taken in advance. The 
GI 
Bill has been amended 
several times for the benefit 
of Americans who have fought 
in Vietnam, and the amounts 
have been iifcreased. But they 
still are not adequate. Tuition 
and fees for education often 
exceed the monthly p ay m ents, 
leaving 
nothing 
for 
living 
exp enses. 


A large num ber of men has 
served in the war in Indo- 
China. Some of them have 
volunteered 
but 
most 
have 
been drafted. 
In any event, 
m i l i t a r y 
service 
has 
p revented their attendance at 
college. With the return of the 
troop s to the United States, 
m any 
undoubtedly 
wish 
to 
resum e their studies, and the 
sum available under the GI 
Bdl of Rights is not enough. 
This 
is 
something 
that 
should 
have 
had 
the 
at­ 
tention of Congress ever since 
the 
size 
of 
the 
American 
forces 
in 
Southeast 
Asia 
reached the half million m ark. 
The total who have been in 
the war area far exceeds that 
number. 
It was evident that 
a 
big group 
of 
American 
veterans 
would 
be 
needing 
the benefits of the GI Bill to 
continue their education. 
But. 
as often hap p ens in 
governmental 
affairs, 
such 
things 
are 
not 
anticip ated, 
and the p light of the veterans 
has been neglected until it has 
become acute. 
In a governm ent as comp lex 
as that which has grown up 
in 
W ashington, 
the 
ad­ 
m inistrative side is very busy 
struggling with questions that 
come up every day . Too little 
thought 
is 
given 
to 
the 
legislation 
that 
will 
be 
necessary six months or a 
y ear later. The tendency is 
to wait until a crisis is at 
hand 
and 
the 
needs 
are 
p ressing. 
Some day there will be a 
reorganization of the federal 
dep artm ents so that m any of 
the p roblems that are scat­ 
tered among different p arts 
of the governm ent 
will 
he 
p laced 
under 
the 
chief 
of 


some agency whose duty it 
will be to look ahead and 
anticip ate 
the 
difficulties 
which may come in the futurf 
and which it is the obligation 
of the government to begin 
to p rep are to meet. 
Most of the outcries about

p lace in every store in the 
country . 
The comp lexity of govern

But 
certainly 
the 
nation has a sp ecial obligation 
to its veterans who have given 
up months and y ears of their 
lives

service, 
p articularly in fighting a war. 
They have been unable during

They 
have 
the 
right to exp ect their govern­ 
ment to see that their benefits

Fish Joins Amendment Group 


KINGSTON 
Congressman Hamilton Fish 
Jr., has joined a bi-partisSm 
group of 111 other House mem 
bers in sponsoring an am end­ 
ment to the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act of 
1968 to crate a Law Enforce 
m ent Officers Bill of Rights. 
The legislation, originally in 
troduced by Mario Biaggi (D 


24) am ends the 1968 legislation 
to allow law enforcement offi­ 
cers, while off duty, to engage 
in political activities, as well 
as a num ber of other rights and 
protections to be offered law 
enforcement officers. 
The legislation, if enacted, 
would among other tilings re­ 
quire a proportionate num ber of 
! police representatives on any 


review board established whichj 
contains other than police offi­ 
cers to bring civil suits against 
others for dam age or abridge 
ment of the officer's civil rights 
arising from their official du 
ties; and require that officers 
be notified of actions against 
them deemed to be punitive 
prior to the effective date of 
such action. 


The bill would also require 
establishment of a Law En­ 
forcement Officers Grievance 
Commission in each state or 
unit of general local govern­ 
ment composed of a tri partite 
representation of police, govern 
ment and the public. This com 
mission would have the author 
ity to receive, investigate and 
determine complaints and griev- 


ances by police officers «rising 
from claimed infringement of 
their rights.
